t. Anthony Mary Claret, 
archbishop of Cuba, royal confessor 
of Queen Elizabeth II of Spain, 
father of Vatican Council I, and so 
far the only canonized saint of that 
Council, is the greatest apostle of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary of the 
19th century and the forerunner of 
the Message of Fatima. 

St. Anthony Mary Claret was a 
- special devotee of the Immaculate 
| of Our Blessed Mother all his 
‘from 1807 to 1870. His ideal 
¿was St. John the Evangelist in his 
“filial love, his perfect surrender and 
thorough consecration of the Blessed 
Mother. Even more the ideal of St. 
-Anthony Mary Claret was Jesus 
Christ Himself, to love with the 
Divine Heart of Jesus the Immaculate 
Heart of His most loving Mother and 
our ‘Mother, given to us by Him as 
His last and best present while dying 
on the Cross in the person of St. 
John. with: those most beautiful 
words: “Behold thy son,” “Behold 
Thy Mother.” 


Forerunner of Fatima. 


St. Anthony Mary Claret was the 
forerunner of the Fatima message for 
the following twelve reasons: 


First: Because of his devotion to 
the Most Holy Trinity. St. Anthony 
Mary Claret recited the Angelic 
Trisagion each day. His devotion to 
the Most Holy Trinity was supreme, 
particularly at the end of his life. 

Second: St. Anthony Mary Claret 
was one of the greatest adorers of the 
Most Blessed Sacrament from the 
beginnings of his childhood. St. 
Anthony Mary Claret preserved 
within his virginal body (incorrupt 
from one Holy Communion to the 
next) the Sacramental Species, from 
August 26th of 1861 until the day of 
his death, October 24, 1870. This is a 
most extraordinary grace granted by 
the Blessed Mother to him. Let us 
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quote St. Anthony Mary Claret to 
this purpose: 


Why This Rarest of Gifts? 


“The Most Holy Virgin obtained 
for me from her Divine Son the grace 
of preserving within my breast the 
Sacramental Species from one 
Communion to the next.”This 
extraordinary favor was granted to 
St. Anthony Mary Claret not only for 
his personal holiness but as Our Lord 
and the Blessed Mother told him — 
to be a tower of spiritual strength to 
counteract the moral evils of his day, 
particularly atheism. 

Third: The Blessed Mother one 
Christmas night after the midnight 
Mass placed the Child Jesus in his 
arms, in the convent of the Adorers 
of the Most Blessed Sacrament in 
Madrid. 

Fourth: St. Anthony Mary Claret, 
Apostle of the Immaculate Heart, 
deserves the place he occupies in the 
Basilica at Fatima on the right hand 
of the Blessed Mother on the main 
altar. He spread the devotion to the 
Immaculate Heart by word of mouth 
in his 25,000 sermons all over Spain, 
the Canary Islands, Cuba, Italy and 
France, and, by his most active life. 
St. Anthony Mary Claret used to 
consecrate to the Immaculate Heart 
of Mary every apostolic enterprise 
that he originated, and they were so 
many, every holy association where 
he presided, and every place he 
visited. These places were numerous 
because his apostolic zeal took him 
all over, faithful to his motto: “The 
love of Christ presses us.” 

The Archconfraternity of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary was spread 
far and wide personally by him and 
through his congregation of 
Missionary Sons of the Immaculate 


Heart, called also the Claretian 
Fathers. 
St. Anthony Mary Claret as 


Archbishop of Cuba consecrated that 
island to the Immaculate Heart of 
Mary in her national sanctuary of 
Our Lady of Charity del Cobre. 


Fifth: One reason why St. 
Anthony Mary Claret is the 
forerunner of Fatima is because Our 
Divine Lord and His Blessed Mother 
chose him time and again to be the 
St. Dominic Guzman of the 19th 
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century and of the present day to 
spread the devotion to the Holy 
Rosary. 

St. Anthony Mary Claret preached 
in season, out of season, on the Holy 
Rosary as the best means to enter 
into the inner sanctuary of the Hearts 
of Jesus and Mary. 


Valued the Scapular 


Sixth: St. Anthony Mary Claret is 
the forerunner of Fatima by the fact 
of his position in regard to the 
Scapular of Mt. Carmel. This is 
confirmed by the Carmelite Order. In 
their centennial book of the scapular 
there are ample proofs and 
documents of St. Anthony Mary 
Claret’s writings pertaining to the Mt. 
Carmel scapular. No wonder, for he 
was a Tertiary Carmelite. He began 
also his congregation of Missionaries 
on the feast of Mt. Carmel, July 
16th, 1849. 


Seventh: Our Lady of Sorrows. St. 
Anthony Mary Claret was a terrific 
«client of the Sorrowful Mother and 
likewise belonged to the 
Confraternity of Our Lady of 
Sorrows. (In those days they could 
be tertiaries in more than one order.) 

When’ he was in Cuba the enemies 
of the Church attempted to kill him. 
He was wounded but was 
miraculously cured by the Blessed 
Mother and the wound he received in 
his wrist was transformed into a 
beautiful image of Our Lady of 
Sorrows, visible to all. 


Eighth: St. Anthony Mary Claret 
was visibly assisted by the angels, and 
protected by them against the 
enemies of the Church. Fourteen 
times the Masons in their lodges cast 
lots to kill him, from whom he was 
protected, particularly by St. Michael 
the Archangel. He was likewise 
transported from place to place by 
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the angels. On one occasion an old 
priest to whom he owed much in his 
youth was dying. St. Anthony Mary 
Claret was able in a few moments to 
be present with him to give him 
spiritual comfort, through a heavy 
snowfall without any trace on the 
ground. He wrote a beautiful prayer 
book on the nine choirs of angels 
which was very popular. I remember 
in my youth, as a minor seminarian 
we were divided into nine choirs and 
used to pray from this book. 

Our Lord revealed to him that He 
made him the seventh angel of the 
Apocalypse, and I quote from the 
writings of St. Anthony Mary Claret 
of his interior life written in 
obedience to his spiritual director. 


Startling Revelation 


“And I saw another angel, a 
strong one, coming down 
from heaven, clothed in a 
cloud, and the rainbow was 
over his head, and his face 
was like the sun, and his feet 
like pillars of fire,” (Chapter 
X, Verse 1). — And the 
rainbow of peace and ' 
salvation was the Immaculate 
Heart (the same Immaculate 
Heart which afterwards 
would appear in Fatima) — 
The way his body is 
described means that he was 
the living sanctuary of Our 
Lord sacramentally present 
in him. 


“And he had in his hand a 
little scroll set open; and he 
set his right foot upon the 
sea but his left upon the 
earth,” — The little scroll 
means the Holy Bible that 
he carried with him all the 
time. — St. Anthony Claret 
saw one of his feet was on 


ONE REASON WHY ST. ANTHONY MARY CLARETIS 
THE FORERUNNER OF FATIMA IS BECAUSE OUR

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Cuba in the sea and the 
other was on the mainland 
of Europe. 


“And he cried with a loud 
voice as when a lion roars,” 
(Verse 3). — In his 
evangelical life by means of 
his apostolic preaching he 
was a lion roaring, in spite 
of all the calumnies, attacks 
of the devils, and all the 
enemies of the Church, the 
plots against his life and the 
persecutions. He was a lion 
of superhuman fortitude 
withstanding all the evil 
directed against him. 


Would Be More 


“And when he had cried, the 
seven thunders spoke out 
their voices,” (Verse 4) — 
This means the great apostles 
to follow in the footsteps of 
St. Anthony Mary Claret, 
animated by their intense 
love for the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary and the Holy 
Eucharist. 


"And when the seven thunders 
had spoken, I was about to 
write; and I heard a voice 
from heaven saying, 'Seal 
up the things that the seven 
thunders spoke, and do not 
write them. ' 


“And the angel whom I saw 
standing on the sea and on 
the earth, lifted up his hand 
to heaven, and swore by him 
who lives forever and ever, 
who created heaven and the 
things that are therein, and 
the earth and the things that 
are therein, and the sea and 
the things that are therein, 
that there shall be delay no 
longer; but that in the days 
of the seventh angel, when 
he begins «to sound the 
trumpet, the mystery of God 
will be accomplished, as he 
declared by his servants the 
prophets.” (Verses 5-7) 
“And they said to me, “Thou 
must prophesy again to 
many nations and peoples 
and tongues and kings; 
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(Verse 11). — St. Anthony 
Mary Claret was the great 
prophet who announced one 
century ahead the evils of 
today, particularly 
Communism. He spoke 
before the kings as the royal 
confessor of Queen Elizabeth 
of Spain and before the 
highest authorities of the 
Church, as prominent Father - 
of the Vatican Council I, 
before Pius IX and all the 
Council Fathers. Among 
them was the Cardinal 
Joachim Pecci, later on the 
wonder Pope Leo XIII, and 
Cardinal Gibbons of Boston. 


Ninth: St. Joseph. St. Anthony 
Mary Claret as Father of Vatican 
Council I signed a petition with 150 
others attending the Council asking 
the Holy Father to declare St. Joseph 
patron of the Universal Church. It 
was two months after the death of 
St. Anthony Mary Claret that His 
Holiness Pius IX answered this 
petition by proclaiming St. Joseph 
Patron of the Universal Church, on 
December 8, 1870. 

Once when St. Anthony Mary 
Claret was supposed to be 
assassinated, on the feast of St. 
Teresa on October 15, 1859, one of 
those on whom the lot fell to 
perform the deed, passed by the 
church of St. Joseph. To mock at the 
holy place he entered and saw at the 
altar a young priest saying the Holy 
Mass with great devotion. When Mass 
was over he went to talk to this 
young priest to pervert him, but 
found him very virtuous and learned. 
The grace of God touched him, then 
the assassin-to-be continued his trip to 
meet St. Anthony Mary Claret. He 
told him from where he had come 
and the plot against his life. Our 
Lord made St. Anthony Mary Claret 
understand that the intercession of 
St. Joseph protected him from 
assassination that day. 


Secret of Counteraction 


Tenth: St. Anthony Mary Claret as 
a great prophet foretold Communism 
and its evils one century ago. Our 
Lord told him to counteract all these 
evils by his perfect oneness with the 
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Holy Eucharist, day and night present 
in him, and the fervent recitation of 
the Trisagion and that of the Holy 
Rosary. 

Eleventh: His compassion for 
sinners and his untiring, intense zeal 
for their salvation. He pleaded with 
God Almighty to let him remain by 
the gates of hell until the end of 
time, to tell everyone: “Stop, Stop! 
Do not trespass these horrible gates 
of hell! Do not dare to walk through 
these gates! Turn back, turn back! 
Do not go through these gates — 
Stop! — Turn back! Make your 
confession! Save your immortal 
soul.” Allof his prayers had these 
three intentions: 


What He Prayed For 


1) The deliverance of the souls 
from Purgatory. 


2) The perseverance of the just. 


3) The conversion of sinners 
throughout the entire world. 
Twelfth: St. Anthony Mary 


Claret's love for the Holy Father was 
ever outstanding. As a Father of 
Vatican Council I he defended so 
convincingly the infallibility of the 
Holy Father that on May 31, 1870, 
before all the Fathers of the Council 
he said: “I carry the stigmata of 
Christ in my body and I wish I could 
shed all my blood to seal this great 
truth — I believe that the Roman 
Supreme Pontiff is infallible when 
speaking ex cathedra in the Name of 
Christ and in the name of Sts. Peter 
and Paul and in his own name on 
matters of faith and morals.” His 
sermon was so eloquent and the 
impression produced on the Council 
so enormous that the balloting on 
Infallibility was favorable despite the 
debate and the opposition that took 
place, particularly with the French 
bishops. The Secretary of the Council 
said: “Truly Archbishop Claret is a 
Confessor of the Faith.” 

These twelve reasons make St. 
Anthony Mary Claret the perfect 
forerunner of the message of Our 
Blessed Mother in Fatima. His statue 
at the right hand of the Blessed 
Mother in her Basilica at Fatima is in 
its right place! And it is fitting that 
the Blue Army of Our Lady, in the 
centenary year of his death, should 
adopt him as its special Patron.

Dear Mr, Haffert: 


I wish to thank you for publishing my article in 
Soul Magazine, You have helped to make Saint Anthony Mary Claret 
better known and loved the world over as the forerunner of Fatima 
and have brought more devotion to him by making him the Patron of 
the Blue Army, The Blue Army is your greatest apostolic work, among 
your many others for Our Blessed Mother, though you are so eminent 
as an author of spiritual books, This brings me to tell you some- 
thing important which is to be done this year on the anniversary of 
the last apparition of the Blessed Mother on October thirteenth, 
Imagine, dear John, that this is coming from Saint Anthony Mary Claret, 
the great Patron of the Blue Army, It is coming from one of his sons, 
under the special inspiration of such a father as he is to me and 
also to you, John, since you have proclaimed him as the special 
patron of the greatest of your apostolic and Marian accomplishments, 


In the past few years God, in His great Goodness, 
has been sending many vocations to me, Most of these vocations have 
a monastic leaning and want to serve God with much prayer and apostolic 
work as its product, These young men are asking for more than is 
given in present-day seminaries, At the same time they don't want 
a completely cloistered life, At preseht their number is growing 
and meanwhile I am praying that God will provide a semi-contemplative 
monastery where they will love and serve Him the best, When I visited 
Fatima last November it came to me that this might be where it could 
be founded, With these young men I have been discussing this great 
possibility, even to the minor details of it, and here I would like 
to present it to you, 


These applicants would like to be called "Claretian 
Semi-Contemplatives, Clerics of the Blue Army", This could provide 
a choir to sing at the shrine of the Blessed Mother--sort of a replic, 


or reflection of the Montserrat Gregorian chant of the monks, and of 
the young choristers of that famous Monastery, who try to emulate 
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the Angelic Choirs, Fr. Tómas de Manzarraga, C.M.F,, the greatest 
authority in Gregorian Chant in the world, is most willing to help 
us and even to be a member, I talked this over thoroughly with him 
when I was in Spain this past November, Father Manzarraga has 
organized his choristers in Madrid and was a special music tutor 

to Franco's grandchildren, The best of the clergy in Spain in 
Gregorian Chant are his pupils, He has a doctorate in Gregorian 
Chant and studied in France at the great Archabbey of Solesmes and 
in Paris, 


The habit of the monks is to be a dark blue cassock 
with the same color of sash with tassels, They will wear in choir 
a rochette which is white and falls below the waist and over which 
ig worn a thin cope, dark blue as the cassock, The monks should use 
the Chant of the Office of the Blessed Mother, They will follow the 
Claretian Rule and keep the "C,M,F," since Saint Anthony Mary Claret 
is the Patron of the Blue Army and the Forerunner of Fatima, But his 
Rule will be modified to fit a monastic life, Some Portuguese 
Claretians should be at the head of the monks in their main duties, 
Every nationality should have admittance to this community, but we 
want to have the complete trust and understanding of the Portuguese, 
The Bishop of Leiria and Father General in an amiable way will have 
perfect control of these monks, Both of them must be of one accord 
in regard to everyone and everything in this particular monastery 
that will be the soul of the Blue Army, Dear John, you are the great 
founder and organizer of the Blue Army, This would be the completion 
of it, I have been praying and will pray that this comes to a happy 
issue, But you are the instrument, John, With you we can; without 
you we cannot, 


The aim is to eventually have perpetual adoration of 
the Most Blessed Sacrament at the large Shrine, They can start with 
adoration on special feasts, then later on when the monastery becomes 
better organized, they could have it very often, and finally at all 
times, I can provide the best of vocations from America for this 
monastery, I already have several in preparation in case this is 
founded, The community would be composed of Fathers, Students and 
Lay Bobhhers, The Fathers would be for singing the Office at the 
sanctuary of the Shrine and to carry on the different duties of the 
Blíie Army. The Students should study in one of the seminaries in 
Fatima, The Lay Brothers should be well-educated for domestic or 
farm duties, They should know the new methods of cultivation, how 
to improve the land and use new farm machinery, They could have a 
vegetable farm owned by the monastery somewhere in Fatima, with 
orchards and a large field for wheat or other grain, This could help 
them for their own needs and also they could sell some of their produce 
for their support, and always have some for charity for the poor, 
Some of the community could be secretaries to provide help in Blue 


Army centers, and they could also be advertized in Soul Magazine 


for their needs, 
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But we need a monastery, And here we come to you, 
Mr, Haffert, humbly asking for your help--to supply one of the reli- 
gious houses in Fatima that are closing down from lack of means, 
This would be a tremendous asset to Fatima to bring the blessings of 
God, In case there is no other place available, our Claretian Fathers 
in Fatima could dispose of their place for us, They are willing to 
sell, but I don't know their stipulations, I have spoken to the 
Father Provincial in Lisbon about this project, He likes it and so 
does Father General, New talks will be necessary, Here again, John, 
you are needed for these transactions, This is the best crown you 
can put on the Blessed Mother on the silver anniversary of Her 
Queenship in Fatima, as the Queen of the Universe, 


Along with the monks, we plan to have little 
"Franciscos and Jacintas", These are boys and girls between the 
ages of 8 and 14 to sing in the choir, They will all be dressed the 
same way as the original Francisco and Jacinta, This would complete 
Fatima and make it unique in the world and most attractive and devout 
of all the shrines in Europe, Franciscos and Jacintas, carrying on 
their banners the portraits of the two little future Saints, would 
become a new devotional and inspirational practice to start a new 
legion of innocent children going on the footsteps of Francisco 
and Jacinta: to love the Blessed Mother, to recite thh Rosary and to 
practice the virtues demonstrated by these two children to an heroic 
degree, particularly in their life of penance and prayer, 


Our first procedure is to get permission from the 
Father General of the Claretians, He will be here jinlos Angeles 
in May when I will speak with him, But first I would like to know 
your reaction, dear John, and how willing you are for this project, 
because without you there would be nothing, After this there must 

perfect understanding between the Bishop of Leiria and Father 

General, Thus we should find out how the Bishop of Leiria likes 
the idea in general, since he is the Ordinary of Fatima and now the 
Spiritual head of the Blue Army instead of Monsignor Colgan, If 
you are willing, dear John, to help us with this kind of monastery 
that will be the soul of the Blue Army, it would be so nice if you 
could inéroduce it to the Bishop of Leiria, and then to Father 
General and to the Claretian Provincial in Portugal, whose residence 
is: Father Alvez, C.M.F.; Colegio Universitário Pio XII; Ave, 28 de 
Maio; Cidade Universitaria; Lisbon; tele, 76 04 32 y 77 03 91; 
76 58 94 y 76 56 51, 


Dear John, this has been in my mind for a long time 
and I have great confidence in coming to you, Help the Blessed Mother 
of Fatima during this Silver Jubilee of Her Queenship, All the little 
pains that you might have in organizing this will be cpowned by Her 
with much added glory, If we could start by October 13th this year, 


no matter how small our start is, we could have the solemn opening of 


it at that time, Will you request permission from Father General to 
have me there for the opening of it? 
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To found a religious community, within earshot of 
the bells of the Shrine of Fatima, would be the great legacy of the 
Blue Army to the world, It would add a permanence to the Blue Army 
that would insure its growth and fervor intil the end of time, as 
the real soul of the Blue Army, The Fathers could carry on the 
sanctification of souls, as requested by the Blessed Mother, by 
preaching the message of Fatima, It would be nice too if they could 
have úhtetreat house where people from all over the world could 
come for a place of recollection, 


Now may we go to another point that is also very 
important and dear to me, I have founded a congregation of Sisters 
called the Daughters of Saint Anthony Mary Claret, a teaching and 
nursing order, They dress in light blue and wear the White Scapular 
of the Immaculate Heart visible over their habit, Their approval 
has been requested since July 10th, 1970, Since there is no 
hospital or clinic in Fatima, what about your starting one and 
calling my Sisters to staff it? Do not say no, my dear John, 

By the way, John, we have a second Claretian Cardinal ih Rome, 
Cardinal Arthur Tabera, He is going to be the head of a new Roman 
Congregation founded by the present Holy Father, Pope Paul VI, 
Brother M, Yaroslave Dowbush, who at present is staying at the 
Monastery of Our Lady of the Holy Trinity in Huntsville, Utah, 
has written to me and I have explained everything to him about 
the new Claretian Monks and have asked him to join this group, You 
should also encourage him to join,

I wish you a very happy and holy Easter season, 
I received my two baptismal records and my two birth certificates in 
good order, I thank you very much for being so punctual, Now I have 
the privilege of being under Medicare as a senior citizen of the United 
States, Exactly today it is forty years since I left Panama for the 
United States and I arrived the 24th of this month in San Diego and 
the 25th in Compton, How quickly they have gone, I wish I could go 
through them all over again, 


The purpose of this letter is to be on the 
lookout to go to the Sondica Airport (Bilbao's Airport) when you 
receive a telegram from a young man whose name is Lenn Pacaro, He is 
half Hawaiian mixed with other Oriental races and a bit of Portuguese, 
He is short in stature and very dark, He knows very little Spanish 
but you can get along with him in Bnglish, He wants to know about our 
Congregation, Explain all to him, showing him our seminaries and the 
college in Pamplona, He wants to join our Congregation, And after 
you meet higmI want to know your opinion, dear Brother, I'm glad he 
is taking this trip because I am not sure of him, how he would like 
Spain and would adjust to our life, He works for the Airlines and 
has a very good position, Tell him to be free to ask you any questions 
about our Congregation, Show him the poverty of our seminaries as 
they are, And see whether he will be willing to go through them before 
he is ordained, He is very fond of me and he says he is willing to 
do anything that I tell him, Present him to the different superiors 
there, to Father Provincial and the others there, particularly those 
who know English like Father Villanueva, Go as much as possible out 
of your way to help him while he is in Cantabria and them give him 
directions on how to travel through Spain and through other countries 
in Europe, as he wants to go to France and Rome,

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Everything is fine here, I am in much better 
health than when you saw me in Spain, I am back at work, My heart 
4s in good shape, The doctors don't give me anything for it, just 
the medicine of a strict diet to lose weight, so that the heart doesn't 
need to work with extra weight, The prospective foundation in 
Fatima goes very well, I may get a house there froma rich man, I 
don't want to go to any more particulars now, But tell Father 
Thomas de Manzarraga and Father Dominic Jaurrieta to be ready and 
to ask the Father Provincial that they are willing to come for this 
foundation that is going to be very important for the Basilica at 
Fatima, I found my way to win over the Bishop of Leiria through a 
great friend of his so that our community be, besides Claretian, also 
attached to the Blue Army of Fatima and be its very soul and working 
4n close association with the Bishop of Leiria, Ordinary of Fatima, 
Father de Manzarraga must be the teacher of the Gregorian Chant for 
our students and form the Masa Coral or Orfeon of the Sanctuary, 
adding the double choir of the children, “Jacintássy Feanciscos”, 
vested in the attire that these two children wore in their days, 
over fifty years ago, We need the sanctity of Father Jaurrieta to 
form our youth well, I already have twelve Americans ready to stert 
at the beginning of September and to have their solemn opening on the 
13th of October, I cannot be more explicit now because all depends 
on Father General, whom I'm going to see in person this coming month, 
This house in Fatima I wish.to be depending directly from Father 
General, who will work with the Bishop of Leiria in regard to the 
personnel, their ministry and their possássions, Pray, if it is 
God's Will, that Father General may say yes. When things be com- 
pletely settled, it will have Perpetual Adoration of the Most 
Blessed Sacrament day and night, My idea is that once this is wêll 
settled we take this to another place that needs a great deal of money

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very small islands, Guam is very small, and all are very Catholic, 
There is a large American base there since World War E 16:18 
almost like having a house in the United States, The Bishop is so 
good and has as a motto "Caritas Christi urget nos", Father Provincial 
can write to him in Spanish, because he speaks Spanish as well as 

any of us, Possibly Cantabria has taken some mission in Bolivia, 

but this one would take only two or three to start and he will give 
them a parish, The climate is a little warm but the scenery there is 
most beautiful and tropical, This archipelago was discoveged by our 
Spanish explorers and dedicated to the Blessed Mother, calling them 
"Las Islas Marianas", If Father Provincial accepts this for the 
Province, he will find no problems in these islands, And also, we 
will have missions in South America (Boliváá) and missions in the 
Orient (that of Guam), And it will be very uplifting for the Province 
in promoting a missionary spirit, Those who would like to learn 
English for the missions and those who wish to go to South America, 
their Spanish will be enough, Besides, this mission could eventually 
act as a stepping stone to the other islands of the Archipelago of 
the Marianas, Take all your interest in this to Father Provincial, 
Enclosed is the photo-static copy of the letter from this good 
Bishop, whom I would like to answer favorably, :

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Dearest Father, 

I thank our Loving Lord and His Blessed Mother with you for our 
continued good fortune and for Their predilection toward our Order. 
We can only attempt, with God's help and yours, to sanctify ourselves 
as wholeheartedly as possible that we may be more worthy of these 
great graceSe 

I have a few suggestions regarding the Order which I felt best 
not to bother the whole group with at the meeting, as I would rather 
present them to you first for your criticism. 

To start with, I feel that we should begin our work of Perpetual 
Adoration as soon as we are settled at the old Claretian House in Fatima. 
Since one of the primary purposes of Novitiate is to introduce the novice 
to the various characteristics of the religious community he is planning 
to join, a House centered around Perpetual Adoration should likewise have 
its Novitiate so centered, 

Secondly, Father, you mustn't be afraid of being too strict in 
establishing the rules and disciplines for this new Order, Granted, we 
should travel the middle road, but since human nature tends to pull us 
back into laxity, we must compensate for it by setting our standards just 
a bit higher than we think we can reach, Thus, in our spiritual climb 
we never stop to enjoy the view, but persevere in our climbing, with our 
eyes ever fixed on the summit. 

In light of this I feel that we should be as monastic as we can, 
since, to my mind, monasticism is the ideal framework for the semi- 
contemplative life, It is the only form of religious observance which 
accomodates both those inclined to the active life and those inclined 
to the contemplative life, as well as those in between. I don't think we 
need be as rigorous as the Trappists, but I do feel we should adopt the 
ideal of Evangelical perfection, which the Benedictines unfortunately have 
abandonede 

I talked with Dr. Moore today, and he wants you to lease the House 
instead of buying ite. The reason for this is that something went wrong 
with his business deal so that we will not be getting any money for a 
while, and when it does come it will come slowly. The amount we will 
be getting will be in the millions of dollars; but it will be given to 
us gradually. He also said that has promised to build us a monastery, 
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and that he will keep that promise, but as far as convents and other 
foundations go, the outlook is very doubtful. He wants to do just one 
thing, and do it right. All this means is that we might be staying 

in the old Claretian House a year or two longer than we expected, 

The money is still coming, so don't get discouraged. When the Lord 
shows us His Hand, we should expect to see both sidese "Fiat mihi 
secundum verbum tuum..." 

A few other random suggestions: 

It seems most appropriate that we recite the Little Office of the 
Blessed Virgin in choir,’ Every other monastery in the world is using 
the Common Office, and the Little Office of the B.V.M. has all but 
been forgotten. Perhaps this is another holy tradition our Order can 
keep alive, 

Regarding the habit, I have a few observations which I feel qualified 
to makes As you know, I was with the Benedictines for two yearse The 
first year we were in cassocks and the second year we were invested in 
the habite I found that I much preferred wearing the habit as House dress 
than just a cassock, The habit is a constant reminder of our consecration 
to God, and in our case, to the Blessed Mother as well. Though it may 
seem a minor thing to some, to me it was a great aid to continual recollection 
and made me always aware of the gift of my vocation. For this, as well 
as many other reasons based on practical experience, I suggest we follow 
the wisdom of Saint Benedict in this regard; and that is, to have the 

“monks clothed in their "robes of salvation" at all times (except in work, 
recreation, and sleep of course). 

How does December 8th sound to you as an investiture date? If we 
leave in October we should be well settled materially and spiritually by 
that time, 

Lastly, I would like to point out that a good monastery should 
be not only financially self-sufficient, but educationally so as well, 
Perhaps you know some priests who are qualified to teach who might be 
interested in our foundation, You can easily see the advantages of 
training our young monks right in our own monastery, and according to 
our ideals. This would obviously take years to accomplish, but it is 


something we should be thinking and praying about nowe

II) Perpetual Veneration of the Immaculate Heart of Mary, Our 
Blessed Mother, the main Patroness of our Claretian Congregation, praying 
incessantly, and above all, for the increase of filial love in all 
Claretians towards Her; and that our thorough filial consecration 
to Her be the best means after God and in God for our Sacred Ministry 
in the salvation of all souls of the entire world. 
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III) Prayer. ("In the Church of the Rosary, in La Granja, near 
Segovia, on August 27th, during Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament, 
which I gave after Mass, Our Lord enlightened me in regard to the three 
evils menacing Spain, which are: Protestantism--or rather the decrease 
of the Catholic spirit--the Republic, and Communism.

First of all, and above all, our group wishes to be Claretien 100%. 
When Father General, Anthony Leghisa, CeMeF.; before putting his signa- 
ture on my petition of approval of the Claretians of Perpetual Adoration, 
asked me, "Do you want them to be a separate congregation frem the 
Claretians?" I readily answered, "No, Fr. General, I went them to be 
Claretians, and only Claretians, but Claretians at their best, by living, 
fully the spirit of Saint Anthony Mary Claret and by putting into 
prectice, omni cura possibili, with all possible care, our Holy Constitutions 
and every holy tradition of the Congregation, which have been, sad to say; 
progressively either neglected or entirely forgotten. 


The Most Reverend Fr. General stated that he likes this idea of 
Perpetual Adoration, but at the seme time he respects the Provincials 
in each Province, in this case our Provincial in Portugal. He suggested 
that I should confer with the incumbent Portuguese Provincial, Fr. João 
de Freitas Alves, CeM.F., and see what we might arrange in regard to oul 
plans for the future; end these plans, once agreed upon as a bilateral 
contract, be submitted to Fr. General for his final permission. 


Let it be clear to all that we wish to be a part of this Portuguese 
Province, and therefore, submitted to the authority of the Portuguese 
Provincial, but with certain autonomy because of our semi-contempletive 
way of life of Perpetual Adoration of the Most Blessed Sacrament end 
Perpetual Veneretion of the Immaculate Heart of Mary. .

As we say in English, “Beggars are not choosers." But first, it 
is my wish that these Claretians of Perpetual Adoration may have eventually 
in Fatima their own house and grounds, built et no expense to the Province; 
with money coming from outside of Portugal. I like to purchase immediately 
the grounds for this building since prices are constently going up in 
Fátima, more than anywhere else in the world. As stated, these grounds 
will be purchased by donations given to me by Claretian benefactors in 
the United States. Second, that their superior should be elected secretly 
by 211 the members of the group with a majority of votes (at least by 2135 
and cither confirmed or rejected by the Provincial Superior and his 
government. But if the election is rejected by Fr. Provinciel and his 
government, Fr.

These young, men, end quite a few others with the same ideals, came 
to me on their own accord for spiritual direction. Since I was their 
spiritual director I detected in them their religious vocetion. Not an 
ordinary vocation like the other seminarians in the United States. They 
wanted more and deeper spiritual life, and they didn’t want any worldliness 
and the easy life of the seminaries now throughout the United Stetes, 
both in the diocesan and religious seminaries. I detected their souls 
to be generous with God, end most willing to do God's Holy Will as 
thoroughly as possible. They wish to be priests and missioneries to 
save souls. They love the contemplative life, but not in the way it is 
practiced by the Trappists, Camaldoli, and Carthusians. I told then I 
was going to find the right place for them, but I needed important per- 
missions beforehand. First of all the permission of Fr. General, which 
I obtained on May 28th of this year. Fr. General, Anthony Leghisa, C.M.F., 
in answer to my written petition, signed the approval by adding, “Le doy 
mi permiso con mucho gusto." I had been planning since last October, 
exactly a year ago, to establish a group of semi-contemplatives, being 
Claretians at the same time, that would devote themselves to fulfilling 
a four-fold aim as described thoroughly in question #1 with the attached 
papers that are a photostatic copy of the original sent already to the 
Very Reverend Fr. Provincial of Portugal, signed on September 21st of 


this year. 


On November 2nd, 1970, 1 was a guest at the Claretian Residence at 
Colegio Pio XII in Lisbon, on my return from the Claretian American 
Pilgrimage to Fontfroide, France. I met the Very Reverend Fr. Provinciel, 
Jožo de Freitas Alves, C.M.F. I immediately detected in him to be a 
very spirituel man with very well-belanced judgment and humble and 
approecheble. So I felt at ease with him after he himself served my 
Mass. 1 explained to Very Reverend Fr. de Freitas Alves my spiritual 
ambitions of having in Fátima a Claretian community for Perpetual Adoration. 
of the Most Blessed Sacrament and Perpetual Veneration of the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary as a memorial for the 100th anniversary of the holy death 
of Saint Anthony Mary Claret in Fontfroide on the 24th of October in 1870. 
In Fontfroide, es director of the Claretian American pilgrimage, I was 
privileged to offer the Holy Mass, and to have the consecration of the 
Sacred Species at 8:45 a.m. of October 24th, which was the exact moment 
he passed away 100 years before in that historic and holy monastery. I 
offered this new project to Saint Anthony Mary Claret in that moment. 

The pilgrims accompanying me from America were the only ones present at 
this Holy Mass besides the actual owners of that holy monastery, who are 
Catholics and went to Holy Communion at that Mass. I explained to Fr. de 
Freitas on the memorable evening of November 2nd how Saint Anthony Mary 
Claret wished that somewhere in the Congregation of his Missionaries

General on the 13th of September: “I thought thet 
the best place for this should be Fátima for several reasons: 1) It was 
the Angel of Portugal in 1916 who brought to Lucia, Jacinta and Francisco, 
to adore and receive: under both species, the Most Blessed Sacrament; 
2) Because Fatima, since 1917, has been and is considered the holiest . 
plece in the world; 3) Because our dear Father Founder, Saint Anthony 
Mary Claret, has been promoted by the Bishop of Leiria, Ordinery of Fatima, 
tn he the natron and eeneralissimo-in-chief of the Blue Army of Our Lady 


it is noteworthy that 4) Saint Anthony Mary Claret.was proclaimed, FRTIMA-034 
His Holiness Pius XII, the Forerunner of Fatima. In January, 1971

6) Que pensan da actual crise da Igreja? 


The present crisjs in the Church is a result of a lack of proper 
spiritual formation in the seminaries, and because of thet, priests 
today ere not as they should be. This crisis is going to be much worse 
because, in the present-day the seminaries, instead of being, improved, 
are completely deterioreted, and the ones in charge of sacerdotal 
formation, sad to say but it is a fact, are the instruments of deformation 
of the future priests. “The priest, by virtue of his vocation," in the 
expression of St. John Eudes, “is called to the highest dignity on earth, 
end therefore to the highest sanctity." This great Saint and great 
director of seminaries in his day used to state this maxim many, many 
times to the seminarians and priests in his conferences or spiritual 
retreats. 1 stated that the crisis is going to be much worse because, 
since the Council of Trent, the seminaries have never been so corrupted 
as in the present-day. Pardon my expression, but this happens to be 
true. In most of the seminaries they have a disastrous misinterpretation 
of Vatican 11, end I state this with all my conviction, after spending 
twenty-five years or more in the spiritual formation of seminarians. 
As a house, to weather the storms, should have solid foundations and 
then properly built on them, likewise the seminarians, as future priests, 
should have a thorough and deep foundation in the purgative life which 
most of them don't have, and then led into the illuminative life by the 
most expert and holy spiritual directors of the diocese or congregation, 
and by the time of their ordination they should be entering fully the 
unitive life, because the priest is another Christ and should be one 
with Christ, not only in name but in deed. 


7) Que lhe parece do caracter portugues? 


I am deeply impressed by the Portuguese, by their deep faith, 
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thrifty, transforming rocks into bread. 


To show you that the Portuguese and Basques had good mutual 
understending in the Golden Era of the Iberian Peninsula, we have 
the example of Magellan end Don Juan de Elcano. In the Golden Age 
of Exploration of the Unknown Lands, though much fewer in numbers 
than their neighbors the Spaniards, the Portuguese were their toughest 
competitors, Keeping up with them in so many ways; so that Alexander VI 
had to intervene to make the proper demzrcation between Portuguese 
and Spanish territories. Magellan and Don Juan Sebastian de Elcano 
were the greatest seafarers at that time. The trip around the world 
planned by both of them, because of the premature death of Magellan 
who was killed by the natives in the Philippines, was continued 
and successfully finished by Don Juan Sebastien de Elcano, who was 
given by the Catholic kings of Spain a globe of the world with the 
inscription around its "Tu primus me circumdedisti.'" They say about 
de Elcano that, before and after his trip around the world he prayed 
the Holy Rosary at the Church of the Holy Rosary in Seville, where 
he was seen often. 


Finetly, I am very happy that the holy body of one of my fellow 
Claretian Biscayans, Fr. Julian Butron, is incorrupt in the north of 
Portugal in Vila Cha. A year ago I visited him with three members 
of my family, and begged him to obtain for me the grace of bringing 
American vocations to Fatima to have here forevermore’ Perpetual 
Adoration of the Most Holy Sacrament and Perpetual Veneration of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary as a tribute to our Holy Father Founder and 
as a house of prayer on behalf of our entire Claretian Congregation. 
I am most thenkful to Fr. Julian Butron for having obtained from 
Almighty God for our dear Portugal this signal grace.
